The. thanks of the Honſe was returned: to bis Majeſty for his 
Gracious aſſurances and promiſer, but the Anſwer being not 
as they thought _—_ z bis Majeſty ſeeming to juſtifie 
bis proceeding #n that _ they reſolved ro maks a Reply 
therewnre , and thereby ſecure both Law and progerty. 


Which endured ſome Debate , wherein was related 4 paſſage in 4 

Speech of bus Majeſties , of February, 18th. 1662. to both 
Houſes of Parliament (when other Conncells were prevalent 
with bis Majefty ) whereby he wiſheth that be had ſuch pow- 
er in matters Eccleſiaſtical, as he claimes to give by this De 
claration ; which paſſage is 4s followeth :

Favour, that the ſame day they ſhewed. their Gratitude, by preſent- 
ing him their humble Thanks, - theſe words : Fe the Loras I piri- 
tal amd Temporal in Parliament Ajembled,. ao unaniminſly prefent yIur 
Sarred Majeſty onr moſt hi;mble Thanks, for having been pleaſed to Com- 
mnnicate unto us, what hath paſſed betneen your Majeſty and the Houſe 
of Commons ,, whereby your AMajety hath Gracieufly offered the Mears 
of ſhewirg our Daty to your Majeſty. and of Afſerting the Antient 
7" Rights ana Privileager, of the Houſe of.

In the mcan time, whil'ſt this was in agitation -in the Houſe 
of Lords, the Commons taking notice 0: the extraorGinary in- 
creaſe of Popery and prevalency of that Faction at Court ; who 
had ſo powerfully managed their Intereſt as to procure ve- 
ry many p'aces of great tiuſt and p ofit, conferred on men ei- 
ther profeſſed Papiſts ,' or ſurely obliged te their party, feared, 
and not without Grounds : The Ruine of the Proteſtant Intereſt 
might perchance take its Birth from hence , e{pecially conſidering 
that at that time, the Vrited Netherlands were almoſt (in the eye 
of the Wer'd ): Ruined by the Victorious French, and three of 
the Seaven Provinces totally Conquered the laſt Summer. And 
the Moſt Chriftia» King, coming into the Field with a powerful 
Army not only to defend what he had gotten the laſt yeas, bat to 
,Conquer the Reſidue : And beſides this, two Royal Fleets pre- 
pared (the one by his Majeſty, the other by the French» King ) 
to Attack them by Sea and Land, as opportunity ſhould ſerve; 
made many people- imagine the D«:c4 'upon their laſt Legs, and 
conſequently this Nation in a tottering Condition ,. both as to 
Religion and property ; ſo that an abſolute neceſſity oblieged 
the Commons to thew then ( if cyer) what they. could do, to- 
wards the removal thereof- And therefore Marci the 34. agreed 
to an Addreſs, to be preſented to his Majeſty for Suppreſſion of 
Popery ; whereurto the Lords Concurrence was delired , and af-

This proceeding of the Parliament , was thought by all good 
men of great Conſequence ; and the Nation began to look upon 
them as their Celivers (under Goc) from Popery and Slavery. 


The Kings Anſwer pleaſed too the Major part,though the moſt In- 
tellizent queſtioned the perſormance thereof , knowing there was 
very little Security in his Majeſtics Promiſes and Engagements. ſo 
long as that party which perſwade4 and adviſed his Majeſty to ſuch 
pernicious Deſigns.that had ſet the World in ſuch a Combuſtion, 
contrary to the Intereſt of his Majeſty and the Kingdom, were 10 
prevalent and had the Aſcendantin ail his Councels.

This was fu!l, and to the purpoſe ; bur yet ſearing that not to be 
ſatisfaftory to the Commons, Mr. Secretary Coventry by command 
of his Majeſty. informed the Houſe that his Majeſty had ordered 
the Declaration of Indulgence to be Vacated, and that he ſaw the 
Seal taken oft accordingly, and to the ſame purpoſe my Lord Chan- 
cellor acquainted the Houſe of Peers. 

Theſe proccedings were ſo pleaſing to the Parliament, that both 
Houſes concurred in. returning Thanks to his Majeſty for his moſt 
Gracious, Fu'}, and SatisfaCtory Anſwer to th:ir humble Petitions 
and Addreſſes, an1 the ſame day attended him therewith at Four of 
the Clock inthe Afternoon in the Banqueting Houſe, whexeunto his 
Majeſty was pleaſed'to return this Gracious Anſwer euſuing :

With which the Houſe thought themſclves and the Nation {o 
well ſecured, that the next day they Vetcd their humble Thanks 
to be preſented unto his Majeſty, for his Gracious Aniwersto their 
ſeveral Addreſſes, and in particular, for his laſt Gracious Meſſage 3 
and for the care he hath declared he would take of the Proteſtant
